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' . SPARERIBS. | 

Men born in the country will duveeinines “hog- 
killing time” and the spareribs that came along 
a few days later—those savory morsels that had 
such delicious lean meat, the meat that was sweet 
because it wag near the bone. Fried they were 
ecstasy; baked they were a poem. 

Carved from the thick, fat sides of bacon, they 
bore no fat save such as clung to the insides and 
mingled with the sinews between the ribs. No 
matter how many hogs were butcheted, the supply 
of spareribs was never adequate and they were di- 
vided only with neighbors who had been proved 
willing to share the delicacy in return when hogs 
were killed on the adjoining farm. 

But times have changed. . Spareribs now come 
from the packing houses, and they are removed 
from the carcass either by machinery or with a 
knife sharper than any safety razor blade that 
never needed stropping. They are spare indeed. 
The outside of the bone is polished as highly as 
the inside, and the only meat left on them is the 





tough gristle that: covers’ the bone—-periostepm, a: 


surgeon would call it—which is less edible than 
the thin skin of the over-ripe tomato. 

Buy a few pounds of spareribs in the market 
at 10 cents a pound and take them home. You 
will find that the meat you get costs three times 
the price of porterhouse steak or that the bones 
when ground into meal, will be the most ex- 
pensive food you have ever fed to your little flock 
of chickens. The meatless spareribs, product of 
the packing house, have spoiled a dream cherished 
by many city men who were born fn the country. 
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WHAT IS A LAWYER WORTH? 

In a case before the Circuit Court it is argued 
that a litigant who employs a young lawyer 
takes certain risks for which he should be com- 
pensated in the shape of a fee lower than would 
be cheerfully paid a man of longer experience. 

Is it gpod business policy to employ a particu- 
lar lawyer because you can get him cheap? Or 
a doctor? Can a business man afford to risk 
perhaps half a million or other large sum for 
the sake of two or three thousand saved in a 
lawyer’s fee? Or is it sensible for a man with 
large business interests to put himself in the 
care of a physician, who, he half believes, is in- 
competent, in order to economize? 

There is risk in employing a young man, but 
there is also risk in employing an old one. The 
first is inexperienced, the other may not live to 
see the case through, or he may be forgetful and 
miss points that ought to be saved. Gain on one 
side is often loss on the other. The factors of 
risk on either side of the equation between youth 
and age ‘cancel one another. 

The question is one of competence. Can he 
win the case? If so, it does not ter whether he 
is a sprightly youth of 21 or dcuering octo- 
genarian, all ready to wink Out. ‘hig question 
is never answered until the Supreme Court de- 
livers judgment. Then the client knows. But 
in employing a man of law he must depend upon 
his own judgment. Competence is a union of 
natural and acquired qualities and aptitudes. A 
litigant must estimate these correctly : - take the 
consequences, whatever they may be. . 

The question of actual compensation is rela- 
tive. The fee is in the last analysis whatever 
the lawyer can persuade or compel ais client to 
pay, but, of course, usage and custom play a part. 
It is just as impossible to estimate the money 
value of a lawyer’s services as to cuess at the 
worth of a doctor’s doses, or soft words, or the 
prayers of the righteous for a dead man’s soul. 
The best rule for a litigant is to hope his lawyer 
will win the case, and then pray that iis fee will 
mot be more than the proceeds of the agony.

T HE engagement of Alla Nazimova at the Century was the big feature of 





the week just closed, not that of Maude Adams at the Olympic, ex- 
quisite and dearly beloved artist though Miss Adams undoubtedly is. 
Given the conjunction of Maude Adams and a Barrie comedy, we know 
with reasonable certainty that the result will be an evening of rare delight. 
There is no speculation about it. The combination is in itself an assurance of 
entertainment. Miss Adams’ past week at the Olympic demonstrates the truth 
of this assertion. . 
But Nazimova was an unknown quantity. Exploited as the greatest inter- 
preter of Ibsen's heroines now on the English stage, she came to us in Ibsen’s 


three most typical plays as the first offerings of her repertoire. Sue had never’ 


before appeared in St. Louis. We had only the New York and Chicago verdicts 
as to her worthiness. 

It was an interesting moment, therefore+that moment when the curtain 
went up on the first act of ‘A Doll’s House” at the Century last Monday even- 


= | 





ND it was the beginning of a most memorable engagement, an engage- 
ment in which failure and success were blended in stréngly dramatic 
contrast, and which richly repaid the most thoughtful attention. 

Nazimova scored a failure as Nora Helmer in “A Doll’s House.” Her defi- 
‘elency was a tremendous surprise. She had been heralded to us as, perhaps, 
the most satisfying of all Noras, her work in this role being said to bring out 
with exceptional clearness the salientpoints in the character of this most lov- 
able of Ibsen's women, - . 

This was not the truth. Nazimova’s Nora was fairly satisfying in the first 
half of the play. After that it became merely a shadow, a Nora of the stage- 
manager’s creation, excellently trained in technical details, but utterly lack- 
ing in vivid truthfulness of conception and presentation. The shock was 
poignant in its acute painfulness. The revelation of incompetency was well-nigh 
incredible. Surely this Russian woman could not have been at her best on 
the opening night of her St. Louis engagement, we thought. 

So thinking, we awaited the showing of Wednesday evening. 





N Wednesday evening a change of bill presented Nazimova as Hedda 
Gabler, the most morbid, unhealthy and terrifying female in Ibsen's 
entire gallery of feminine portraiture. 

The awful Hedda was so faintly em bodied by Nazimova as to seem but 
a dim and blurred suggestion of the character intended by Ibsen. Again, 
too, it was when the demand was for the sincerest interpretative work that 
Nazimova failed. One could not su@tessfully resist the conviction that this 
player found it impossible to “‘feel’’ the role. She was excellent in laying 
the foundation for the “big moments.” She was unable to build upon those 
oundations the character-structure of essential horror that is the Hedda 
Gabler of Ibsen's creation. | 

Thtre was no escaping the realization of this truth. The last curtain of 
Wednesday night's performance fell between the star and the coldest and 
most unmoved audience I have seen at an ambitious production in many 
@ year. 

) AS Nazimova destined to pass into local. dramatic history as a “false 
alarm”’—the product of shrewd managerial exploitation making the most 
of what critics had written about her preceding her St. Louis engage- 

ment? This was the questioning mood in which we went to the Century on 
Thursday evening. 
“The Masteg Builder” was the night’s offering, perhaps the most widely 





discussed of all the Ibsen dramas, and, until that evening, unseen by the ma-’ 
jority of St. Louts playgoers.

This is much more than 
Can be said.of her Nora in ‘‘A Doll's House,” or of her Hedda Gabler, and 
the competency of her Hilda Wangel-in “The Master, Builder” lay in the 
fact. that its demands were of a fanta3tic. and at times humorous nature, en- 
tirely distinct from the severer requisites of the two first-named Ibsen 
heroines.

“Spirit Fruit” Society, died of peritonitis 
at the society's farm at Wooster Lake, 
near here. 

The >assing of Jacob, as he was 
known affectionately to his 8000 follow- 
ers, closed an ijilness of only a few days. 

The funeral was held at the Spirit 
Fruit farmhouse. The ceremony was 
simple, dn accordance with the ideas of 
. the eult. 

A report is. cureent that Beilhart, real- 
izing his approaching end, had delivered 
a farewell message to his followers, 
but this was denied at the farm. It was 
stated that he had no intimation of 
death and was unconscious for some 
time before the end came. 

The question pf a successor has not 
been discussed by his bereft followers. 


. There are only 13 members of the colony 


at present—four men, seven women and 
two children—and they have. decided to 
econtinne on the co-operative plan until 
a new leader shall ‘appear. 

Jacob Beilhart was an intelligent; hard 
workingman of 42,. all his lfe had 
struggled to find a satisfactory scheme 
of éxistence. Impztient of the shams 
of society, he had tried one religion 
after another till he struck out along a 
new path, thé principal guidepost of 
which was the theory of nonresistance. 

Although frequent charges ‘of scandal 
in connection-with his colony were made 
by outsiders, the members expressed the 
utmost confidence and.affection for their 
leader and neither he nor they made 
why open attempt to refute the accusa- 
tions.

HOT &Phz..GS, Va., Nov. 28.—It can 
be stated upon the highest authority 
that as early as 1905 Japan made over- 
tures to the United States for an under- 
standing for the maintainance of. the 
status quo in Asia, an understanding 
the original idea of which contemplated 
a concert of action by the United States, 
Japan and Great Britain. At that time 
the defensive alliance between Japan 
and Great Britain already had been 
formed. 

The Japanese did not propose a forinal 
alliance, knowing the American tradi- 
tion against any such entanglements. It 
was suggested, however, that the under- 
standing should take the form of a well 
understood agreement, which should 
have the binding power, morally, of a 
formal treaty. 

Now, with the new. agreement about 
degided upon, the exact form in which 
it will be placed in the record for res- 
ervation has not been decided upon. 
There is only one thing upon which 
Secretary Root is now determined. That 
is that it shall not be put in such form 
as to require submission to the Sen- 
ate. It is not to be a real treaty. 

Not Permanently Binding. 
The agreement, if. left in the form 


do diplomatic notes, will bind only the 


administration in which Elihu Root 
serves as Secretary of State. Any oth- 
er Secretary, in theory, will be at lib- 
jerty to change the policy of the Amer- 
jican Government, whereas a_ treaty 
would require action by the Senate. 
Both governments have a desire to 
avoid a discussion by the Senate, al- 
though Japan would like very much to 
have the agreement made as formal as. 
the alliance it has with Great Britain. 
«at, however, is impossible without 
submission to the Senate, wherefore 
Japan is satisfied with something less 
formal. 

One of the fears is that if given an 
opportunity, such as the submission 
of a treaty would afford, Western 
senators would insist upon adding an 
article binding Japan to either keep 


exclusion law, 

The whole proceeding is a flouting 
of the Senate, but Secretary Root 
cares nothing for that... He considers 
it desirable to have Japan go on rec- 
ord with regard to her attitude to- 
ward China, and he is willing to bear 
the criticisms of the Senate to obtain 
it. Therefore he will insist that 
neither treaty nor an agreement has 
been made, 

Proposition Kept Secret. 

That such a triple alliance or under- 
standing Was proposed is a secret that 
has been carefully guarded up to the 
present time, The proposal by Japan 
was made through William H. Taft. 
When Mr. Taft, as Secretary of War, 
was returning to the Philippine Islands 
he stopped in Japan and was received 
with almost dramatic hospitality by the 
Japanese Government. The Emperor 
showed an interest in the Secretary that 
attracted general attention, for the com- 
mon theory was that Mutsuhito and his 
statesmen were eager to relieve the 
United States of the burden of sover- 
eignty in the Philippines.

Faure Death Discussed. 
Many persons believe that Mme. Stein- 
heil was present when Felix Faure died. 


The most minute details of the scene 
in the room where Faure expired in the 
company of Mme. Steinheil are pub- 
lished today by even the Republican 
newspapers. Up to this time this trag- 
edy in her .career has only been re- 
ferred to covertly. 

M. Berry, Conservative, gave notice 
in the Chamber of Deputies today that 
he will present an interpretation on the 
manner of President Faure's death. 

The story about Mme. Steinheil’s af- 
fection for Felix Faure was known in 
inner circles at the time of the Presi- 
dent’s sudden death. But it was lost 
sight of in another story that M. Faure, 
who was always a great admirer of: 
beauty and most gallant, died in the 
apartment of a celebrated actress, now 
of the Comedie Francaise. 

It is probable that the true story of 
Faure's death has not been told yet. 


Physicians Shielded Faure. 
Mme. Steinheil vows that when Kaure 


attack of typhoid fever. This state- 
ment is confirmed by several physicians. 

Five of the best-known physicians 
made a post-mortem examination of 
the President’s body and certific:! that 
he died of cerebral hemorrhage-apop- 
lexy. One reason for supposing that 
bis death was not natural was that the 
last signs of death appeared with great 
rapidity. There again patriotic physi- 
cians might say anything to preserve 
the peace of the Republic—when the 
grave hides the truth. 

Haguss Le Roux has an article in 
the Matin combating the story that 
Felix Faure was poisoned because he 
opposed a revision of the Dreyfus case. 
Le Roux, who was «» personal friend 
of the former President and who is a 
reliable witness, insists that Felix 
raure Was equally devoted to pleasure 
and business, and so ‘“‘bufned the candlo 
at both ends."" For some time before 
his death he Was failing In health vis- 
ibly. Le Roux feels confident tlrat. he 
died of apoplexy.

made a tour of Great Britain, Belgium; 
Germany and France, to study mining 
methods there, and in the plans finally 
adopted incorporated every modern de- 
vice and feature they fould in the mines 
of these countries that could be applied 
under local conditions to provide for 
the safety and comfort of the miners. 
The same idea was carried out in the 
town itself. 

The houses erected for the miners 
are of far better quality than ever be- 
fore constructed for a mining commun.- 
ity, and they contain conveniences here- 
tofore unthought of in connection with 
miners’ homes, each house including 
among its conveniences at least one 
bathroom. ® 

An exceptionally good class of miners 
was obtained for the new workings, 
many of them being either Americans 
or English speaking men.

FARMERS FROM OTHER STATES 
NOW COMING TO MISSOURI

J. H. Curran, president of the Missouri 
Immigration Association, has submitted 
his report for the year ending Nov. 1, 
1908. Among the results accomplished 
are the organization of commercial 
clubs, farmers’ organizations and a ben- 
eficial advertising of the State. 

In regard to the latter Mr. Curran 
says: “So great has been the change 
of sentiment over the country as to Mis- 
sourl as a result of this work that the 
State is no longer regarded as the land 
of Jesse James and the Younger boys, 
but the land of good people, wideawake 
to possibilities and hands out in wel- 
come to every homeseeker who is willing 
to come.” 

In the last year, according to the re- 
pert, 1782 farmers from other states have 
moved into Missouri and taken up land. 
Owing to the constant increase, land 
which could have been bought four 
years ago for $1.60 an acre is now sell- 
ing for $5 an acre. Improved farm land 
has increased from $10 to $50 an acre. 
There is at least 10,000,000 acres of unée- 
veloped land in Missouri, 99 per cent of 
which, it is estimated, could be utilized

Eleanor Marron Cowper, actress and 
playwright, shot herself in the right 
temple in her room at the St, Regis 
yesterday, she wrote a careful autobio- 
graphy, which was found near her un- 
conscious form several hours after the 
Shot was fired. 

Mrs, Cowper was taken to a hospital 
today. There is slight chance for her 
recovery. She had been brooding ever 
since the James H. Wallack of Middle- 
town, N. Y., who had collaborated with 
her in a number of plays and who end- 
ed his life by shooting himself in the 
right temple last April. 

Tells of Her Stage Career. 

Her autobiography follows: 

“To whom it may concern: I was 
born in England in 1867, of American 
partents, and was brought to this coun- 
try when I was three years old. My 
first appearance on the stage was at 
the Boston theater in “Youth.” Edith 
Kingdon was in the cast. I next played 
with the “Lights of London” at the 
Union Square. For two seasons I was 
With Fannie Davenport. She took an 
interest in me and promoted me from 
a small part to her leading woman. I 
Played the Countess Olga in ‘‘Fedora’”’ 
and Queen Marie Caroline in “La Tos- 
ca.”’ With Julia Marlowe I played Mar- 
ia in “Twelfth ivight’’ and Audrew in 
“As You Like It.” 

“I was also with Charles Frohman 
two seasons, playing Gloriana and 
Fifi in ‘All the Comforts of Home.’ I 
was with Daniel Frohman at the Ly- 
ceum, succeeding Georgia Cayvan as 
leading woman. Then I played in ‘Mer- 
ry Gotham’ and ‘The Grey Mare.’ Her- 
bert Kelcey, Mr. LeMoyne, Fritz Wil- 
liams, Effie Shannon, Mr. and Mrs.

Before Mr. Camp and Mr. Stagg gave 
us the new game, one of the chief points 
drilled into the players by coaches was 
“to keep possesion of the ball.’ That 


day though its importance is not near- 
ly so great. The game of today calls 
for a team to take more chances in 
open plays and if the ball is lost, there 
is not so much to fear, unless of course 
it should be in the shadow of the goal 
posts. 
Dangerous Forward Pass. 

One year ago the rooters in St. Louis 
were delighted by the wonderful for- 
ward passes executed by Brad Robin- 
son, Schneider and Kinney. Cochems 
taught them a unique method, in shoot- 
ing the ball like a bullet from a car- 
tridge and because these men were 
especially accurate, he made a success 
of it. However, it was a dangerous way 
of making the forward pass, for though 
it had one or two good characteristics, 
it had a half dozen bad ones and Coch- 
ems knows that now better than any 
one. He tried the same way this sea- 
son and because he didn’t have the men 
to shoot that ball with deadly aim, his 
forward passing was a miserable fail- 
ure, 

The Carlisle Indians showed us the 
best method of forward passing that has 
yet been invented, though there may be 
some better way introduced in another 
season or two. The Red Skins’ plan was 
to send anywhere from four to six men 
off to one side of the field to receive 
the pass, and then have the man arch 
it gracefully over the heads of the op- 
ponents to them. One of them was al- 
most sure of making the catch. 

Cochems plan was to send one or two 
men to one side for the ball and then 
shoot it to them like a cannon ball, 
thus giving them an open field for a 
run. When the pass was accurate and 
the catch properly made, the play was 
indeed brilliant, but too often the aim 
was bad and the ball would strike the 
ground, without the men having a 
chance to get it. 

Candidates for the St. Louis team 
next fall will be tested in speed as much 
as in weight. Give Cochems a band of 
fleet footed boys that average but 165 
pounds and if they have brains along 
with their speed, they’ll make a greater 
success of the new game than the heavy 
bulky giants whose only good in the 
game is to stop a line plunge or hit 
the line himsel. for a sure gain of two 
for three yards.

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VETERAN OBJECTS 
TO THE “SPITTER™ 


Sam Thompson, Once Famous 
Batter, Declares It Is Im- 
possible to Judge. 





King of old-time sluggers, Sam 
Thompson of Detroit’s first flag win- 
ners, and for 10 years star of the Phil- 
lies, lives a life of ease in Detroit, sur- 
rounded with every comfort money can 
provide. 

The years have been kind to Thomp- 
son, now one of Detroit’s best-known 
citizens. 

His tall figure is as straight and his 
gray eye as clear as when he picked out 
the. best in the repertoire of Clarkson 
and Rusie and poled them over the 
right-field fence. He is grizzled, but the 
fan of the eighties would not fail to 
recognize him. 

Thompson spends his summers play- 
ing ball with the Detroit Athletic Club, 
and his winters at his home or club, or 
in the hunting field, near Danville, DI. 

During the closing weeks of the sea- 
son of 1906 Bill Armour, then manager 
of the Detroit team, induced Thompson 
to don a uniform and help out the Tigers 
in an emergency. All Detroit swarmed 
to the park to watch him play. The 
Tigers were playing Chicago, and the 
veteran made good in great style, crack- 
ing one of Frank Smith's offerings past 
Jiggs Donahue a mile-a-minute and 
scoring the winning run. 

Thompson ig one of the old-timers who 
believe baseball faster than it was in 
the eighties. ‘There is no denying the 
fact,” he said, “and it is natural that 
the game should be faster. There are 
many more good players than formerly. 
Baseball is a bigger game than it used 
to be. College ball furnishes heady play- 
ers, and where a team formerly had 
one or two stars they now have five or 
six. 

“Pitching is better than of old for 
the same reason. There are more pitch- 
ers and they are kept in the best of con- 
dition. Why, Detroit in 1887 won the 
world’s championship virtually with two 
pitchers, Getzein and “Lady” Baldwin. 

“The greatest development in pitch- 
ing is the spitball. Whenever I face one 
of the fellows who use it I am at sea. 
A man is batting at nothing. You 
can follow a curve, but the spitter 
breaks at an angle after the batter 
starts his swing.”

Dominic Conti, held in connection with 
the Coiro assault, was released from the 
Dayton Street Police Station last night 
because the detectives could find no evi- 
dence upon which to detain him. He 
was arrested after persons who lived 
in the Bell avenue house with Coiro had 
told about a quarrel which Coiro had 
with Conti about a month ago, 

~onti was friendly, Corio’s friends as- 
sert, with the woman whose picture the 
detectives found in Coiro’s room, It 
was over her that Conti and Coiro quar- 
relled a month ago. The woman had 
left St. Louis at that time. However 
there was no other evidence to connect 
Conti with the crime and as he ac- 
counted for his whereabouts Wednes- 
day morning, the detectives recommend- 
ed his release. 

Quarreled With Employe. 

The detectives are also investigating 
the movements of a former neighbor of 
Coiro, with whom the lamplighter was 
not on friendly terms. Coliro and the 
man quagzreled because Coiro discharged 
him from the lamplighting squad, of 
which Coiro is superintendent. 

When the assault was discovered it 
was ascertained that the man had left 
St. Louis, and a relative had a letter 
from him mailed in Allegheny City, Pa., 
Nov. 22, three days before the assault.

Assistant District Attorney Daus, who 
will prosecute Armour, was Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of Cape Girardeau when 
Armour was convicted of killing ‘‘Boss’”’ 
Thomas. The unwritten law, pleaded in 
his defense, caused the jury to give him 
the lightest sentence under the law, 
six months in Jail. 

“Armour has been sickly for years,”’ 
said Daus. “He was always good to 
his mother, and has supported her for 
years,”’

ditional Votes for Judge Graves, Explains 


Other State Offices. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 28.—Judge 
Walier Graves, re-elected to the Supreme 
Court by a plurality of 2989, is to have 
30 more votes than the first official count 
gave him. Attorney-General Hadley to- 
day advised Secretary of State Swan- 
ger to grant his demand that the Dunk- 
lin County amended returns be cast for 
him. 


Mr. Hadley‘s opinion in part follows: 

“Judge Graves’ request is based on @ 
certificate of amended return by the 
County Clerk to the effect that 30 more 
votes were cast in favor of wudge Graves 
than were reported in his favor in the 
As Judge Graves was 
shown by your official canvass of the re- 
turns to have been elected by nearly 
2000 plurality, and as nobody questions 
the fact that he was elected, whether 
he should, or should not be credited with 
these 30 additional votes from Dunklin 
County, is, in so far as he is concerned, 
a mere academic question, 

“The real importance of the request 
and your action in reference thereto, 


jarises from the effect that it might 


thave in the determination of the ques- 
tion as to whether Mr. Painter of Mr. 
Gmelich ig elected to the office of Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. 

“The law imposes upon you the duty 
of making an official canvass of the 
votes returned by the various county 
clerks only in so far as the candidates 
for judicial offices are concerned. 


Legislature May Make Corrections. 


“With the canvass of the returns in 
reference to State officers (not judicia!), 
you have nothing to do, and in refer- 
enee to those returns, or any amend- 
ment thereto, you have, as I under- 
stand, taken no action. 

“On the convening. of the Legisla- 
ture, the official returns in reference 
to. these officers will be stibmitted to 
the Legislature, and in accordance 


] with the provisions of the constitution 


and laws of this State, that body will 
then proceed to determine who are the 


j successful candidates. ) 


“The law and the purpose of the law 





seem so entirély clear as to the right 


and the duty of the Legislature to de- 
termine in this way who are elected to 
the various State offices other than 
those in the judicial department, that I 
do not see that any useful purpose 
would be subserved by transferring any 
phase of this controversy from the Leg- 
islature, Where the constitution and the 
laws have placed it, to the courts. 

“Your action. in crediting Judge 
Graves with these thirty additional 
votes would be in no way binding as a 
precedent upon the Legislature. 

“As the Legislature has full author- 
ity to proceed in its own way to correct 
any alleged mistake in the return from 
any county, city or precinct, I do not 
regard the question as to whether 
Judge Graves’ request upon you is well 
founded in fact or in law to be of suf- 
ficient practical importance to be made 
the subject-matter of litigation, and 
thus further delay the courts of the 
State in the decision of cases with which 
they are already overburdened.”’ 


Secretary of State Swanger in a for- 
mal statement, said: 

“In reference to the compilation of 
the returns on the State offices not 
judicial, I will say that this was made 
merely as a matter of information at 
the request of all of the candidates for 
the several State offices, and merely 
consisted in making an abstract of the 
returns from the different counties. 

“All corrections made were made by 
agreement of all interested parties, and 
consisted only of the correction of such 
mistakes as were absolutely apparent 
on the face of the returns. In doing 
this the footings were tested by adding 
machines in charge of representatives 
of both parties. 

“The matter of the determination of 
the election of State officers other 
than Judge of the Supreme Court and 
Courts of Appeals belongs solely t0 
the Legislature, and I am only con- 
cerned that they have all the evidence 
which bears upon the question just ius 
it came to me. All .the amended re- 
turns will be submitted to the Legis- 
lature when it meets without com- 
ment.”’

NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—Nellie, a big 
performing elephant, one of the troupe 
of four landed from the Georgic, the 
White Star Liner that rammed and 
sank the Finance on Thanksgiving day, 
became panic stricken on the stage of 
the Hippodrome this morning, bolted 
out of the stage entrance and started 
on the most exciting career ever pur- 
sued by any four-footed creature in this 
city. 

Nellie was a good lady-like elephant 
when they put her aboard ship in Eng- 
land. In all her 38 years of life she had 
never been anything else, but a female 
of the most sedate habits, and even in 
gay Paris, where she performed for a

Nellie and her companions didn’t take 
kindly to the confinement on the Geor- 
gic and the rolling and tossing they 
were subjected to. The stormy weather 
didn’t improve their temper any and 
the fog and the fog horn blowing added 
to their annoyance. 


Makes Horses Run Awny. 
With uplifted trunk from which there 


issued a continuous thunder and’ shriek 
of fear and rage, Nellie raced eastward 
on forty-third street, swung around the 
corner of Fifth street, where she car- 
omed against half a dozen vehicles, 
frightening horses into running away, 
bringing out hundreds of people from 
houses and side streets, all the time

Also thousands of business men in our 
large cities and towns, after being 
housed up all day and occupied with the 
busy affairs of life, have found it health- 
ful and profitable to spend their leisure 


‘hours at home in rearing a small flock 


of poultry. This is the one occupation 
in which. we find those much-sought 
attributes, hea..a, pleasure and profit.” 
At the Trenton show, which will be 
the seventeenth, attempts will be made 
to devise ways and means to induce the 
Missouri hen to lay a longer egg next 
year. 

An attempt will be made also to get 
the State of Missouri to spend some 
money on the Missouri hen. While the 
State has been experimenting with pret- 
try much everything else, it has left the 
hen to scratch out her own salvation. 
Says Mr. Quisenberry about this: 


Want Something Done for the Hen. 
“Statistics in this State show -that for 
every dollar appropriated by the State 
for horticulture there was a yield last 
year in return to the State of $120. 
“For every dollar appropriated for 
dairying and dairy experiments there 
was a yield in return to the State of 
about $120. 

“For every dollar appropriated for 
poultry there was a yield of wealth in 
return to the State of $11,206. 

“The people of this State, which ranks 
first in this irdustry,, are beginning to 
realize its importance, and the day is 
not far distant when poultry will be 
given equal consideration with the other 
great industries of the State. A com- 
mittee appointed.by the State Board of 
Agriculture recently said in their re- 
port: ‘Missouri is the leading poultry 
State of the Union. Our poultry prod- 
ucts are worth approximately $70,000,000, 
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in the university, there is not a single 
dollar being expended: in instruction or 
research upon this important subject.’ 
It has been simply overlooked. You 
visit our Agricultural College and Uni- 
versity and you will find horses, cattle, 
sheep, hogs, grasses of all kinds, grains 
of all kinds, fruits of all kinds, dairy- 
ing and everything being cxperimented 
with except poultry. You will find 
they are educating doctors, lawyers, 
farmers, teachers, engineers, miners, 
preachers, merchants, bankers stenog- 
raphers and every line of profession and 
calling, and everything upon the farm, 
in the dairy, the orchard and in the 
mines being experimented with, but not 
one single thing will you find being 
done in the interest of poultry educa- 
tion anu instruction. Kven thousands of 
dollars spent on football and sports, 
but not one cent for the Missouri hen. 
This is not in criticism of the authori- 
ties or anyone in particular, for the 
poultrymen of the State are to blame 
themselves for this condition. 

“Surely every Missourlan’s heart 
should swell with pride as he looks 
upon our great institutions of learning, 
our waving fields of grain, our thor- 
oughbred stock on a thousand hiils, our 
fruits and minerals, etc. None are 
prouder of the fact that they have been 
recognized by our State and given finan- 
cial aid than we. But we do think 
that the poultry industry has proven 
itself also worthy of recognition and 
that it has been overlooked and neg- 
lected. 

“With such natural advantages and 
with much of our State yet undeveloped, 
can our Legislature appropriate a little 
money to a better advantage or with 
prospects of.a larger return than it can 
for the spread and encouragement of 
the poultry industry?’ 


DARNED SOCKS DISAPPEARING; 
SO ARE DARNED HARD TIMES 


Both Darned Things Came in To- 
gether and Prosperity Is Driv- 


ing Them Out Together. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—‘‘Undarned 
socks are signs of prosperity; inversely 
holey socks or stockings rethatched at 
the heel and toe by the thrifty, good 
wife, betoken a panic and hard times. 
In other words, the American woman 
will not darn socks unless she has no 
money to buy new ones. 

“Thus the sale of darning cotton is 
an infallible index of the country’s pros- 
perity. When times are hard, sales of 
cotton boom skyward, prosperity reigns. 
But when good times return the sales 
fall off and the mill operatives are 
compelled to use much of their own 
product.’’ 

These were the statements of the 
president of a big department store in 
this city. Speaking of the business out- 
look, he said: “I just met the presi- 
dent of the largest combination of cotton 
thread mills in the country. He told 
me he knew prosperity was returning 
to the country by the falling off of the 
sale of cotton for darning stockings.”

. BARNSTABLE, Mass., Nov. 28.—Prob- 
ably there is no man who has more 
respect for a whale, even if it did dine 
on. 10 of his: wood decoys, than Wil- 
liam F. Hallett, who has a camp at 
Sandy Neck. He relates the following 
story that put gray hairs on his head 
and made 15 minutes seem like four 
hours the other morning while coot 


shooting on the back of Cape Cod. 

Mr. Hallett said he went out just be- 
fore daylight and put out about thirty 
decoys. He thought he was about a 
mile or a mile and'a half from the 
beach, in about twenty feet of water. 

Just as the sun rose, a black whale 
came up, blowing, about a hundred 
yards off. The great creature lay a few 
minutes on the water, looking around, 
first at him, and then at the bunch of 
wood decoys. 


Eizhty Feet Leng. 

Mr. Hallett said’ to his best judgment 
the whale was about eighty feet long 
and fifteen feet across the back. 

During the time the whale was sizing 
up Mr. Hallett and his outfit, he was 
circling around the boat slowly. Hal-

A 
short time later ge became seriously 
ill and sank gradually. 

During the treatment of the patient 
the nurses and physicians were forced 
to cover themselves up for fear of be- 
ing infected, as a.few breaths of air 
taken in the room with the patient 
might infect them. 

“Doctor, try on me some of my rem- 
edy, which I believe will cure glanders 
in animals; it might help me and can do 
no harm,” was the last request of the 
dying patient. The physicians would 
not experiment with Wilson’s life and

The company’s 
plan of business is both fraudulent 
and a lottery. It promises to pay 
large profits, which are not earned 
and-not expected to be earned in the 
business. 


LOSSES WERE WIDESPREAD. 


“It takes the money of one inves- 
tor to pay another, with no provision 
for ultimate repayment. It makes ab- 
solute promise of payments when it is 
known that their pe;formance and the 
liability to perform them depend on 
contingencies which the promiser can 
neither control nor forecast. ‘It de- 
pends on the broken promises of some 
investors for the means with which 
to pay others. 

“As it will require much more than 
the money of one investor to make 
the specified payments to each pre- 


vious investor, it will require an ac- 


cession of newcomers, constantly in- 
creasing, at high progressive rates, 
in order to make such payments.

The National Bond Co. was one of 
a chain of similar enterprises in 
large Western cities, all of which col- 
lapsed and went into the hands of re- 
ceivers under the Sovernment probe. 

Another clever scheme by which 
$25,000 worth of fabrics was obtained 
by a band of adventurers‘without the 
expenditure of a penny, was un- 
masked in St. Louis upon the arrest 
of three of the conspirators. The 
scheme was operated by borrowing 
the name of a well-known firm. 

Mannasseh Lipshitz and several 
other men rented quarters at 1213 
Chestnut street and formed the firm 
of M. Lipshitz @& Co. Their letter- 
heads showed that they were dealers 
in shirts, overalls and furnishing 


oods. 

On these letterheads they wrote 
to over a hundred New York whole- 
salers, ordering large consignments of 
goods. These were shipped prompt- 


ly, the consignors being under the 
impression that they were dealing 
with the responsible firm of Max Lip- 
shits & Co. of 616 North Seventh 
street. ' 

After a few weeks the genuine firm 
of Lipshitz & Co. began receiving in- 
voices for goods which they had not 
ordered. The bills came in day after 
day, from scores of different dealers, 
until Max Lipshitz became convinced 
that someone was ordering in his 
firm’s name. 

Meanwhile, the promoters of the 
fraud were reaping a harvest. Able 
to undersell all competitors and still 
make a profit of several thousand per 
cent, they disposed of the goods 
shipped to them to small jobbers as 
soon as they arrived. The flood of 
prosperity was interrupted by their 
arrest. 

John Graham, a notorious confi- 
dence man of St. Louis, recently em- 
ployed an ingenious variation of the 
old gold brick swindle with which to 
humbug a banker.

They have in- 
vented a scheme which employs 
many thousands of men throughout 
the United States in a kind of secret 
service, which includes a _ standing 
army of agents under able command- 
ers, a still larger army of skilled me- 
chanics in every branch of trade, and 
a private plan of transportation, com- 
missary and protection—the whole be- 
ing so large in scope and so swift in 
operation that it is unique among 
money-making enterprises. 

The workings of the system are 
seemingly of the first simplicity. The 
firm, to call it such for the sake of 
convenience, has representatives in 
every large city in the country. These 
men are thoroughly informed on gen- 
eral and local labor conditions, and 
are ready at a moment's notice to 
“jump” from their respective stations 
to the nearest place where a strike is 
likely to occur. If the situation is

The employer buys his oil and gaso- 
line by the barrel, his waste by the 
bale, his polish soaa and grease by 
the can. 

On all these sundries the chauffeur 
used to collect a 20 ver cent commis- 
sion. But the owner now prefers 
to retain that extra fifth of cost in 
his own pocket. 

What is as bad, the alert employer 
knows exactly how long his stock of 
supplies ought to last. So that the 
chauffeur has no opportunity of be- 
stowing large portions of them, for a

The up-to-date St. Louis owner has 
in his garage every kind of tool need- 
ful, and insists, inhumanly from the 
chauffeur’s standpoint, upon seeing 
that the tool chest is fully equipped 
whenever a trip is star‘ed. The ef- 
fect of this provision is distressing to 
the driver. No longer does he wel- 
come a brea'\down as a blessing of 
providence, and blissfully convey the 
car to a friendly garage and sit aris- 
tocratically by while. others make re- 
pairs, adding substantially to his 
bank account. Instead, behold the 
chauffeur himself lying ji- the dirt 
the machine, hammering, 
wrenching and sawing, while the em- 
ployer stands coolly by and bosses 
the job. : 

LOCKS THE MOTOR CAR. 


The owner has discovere! that he 
can buy tires and tubcs as cheaply 
as his chauffeur, and save the ra.e- 
off of $5 on each tire which the lat- 
ter used to enjoy. He takes on each 
trip a full set of extra tires and half 
a dozen emergency tubes, leaving no 
possible contingency save an abso- 
lute wreck as a pretext for visiting a 
garage. 

The most unkindest cut of all was 
dealt the chauffeur when his em- 
ployer made it impossible for him 
to take the car out without permis- 
sion. For years, th .atter had con- 
sidered it his inalienable right to dis- 
port himself and all his friends in 
his employer’s car, whether the lat- 
ter was willing or not. 

Now the owner equips uis motor 
with a little device which breaks the 
circuit with a lock-switch, the lock 
being operated by a Yal: key, of 
which the owner has the only one in 
existence. When the switch is once 
thrown by this means, no one on 
earth can start the engin> without 
first obtaining possession of the key. 
The loss of caste, which this little in- 
vention has inflicted on the chauffeur 
in the eyes of his sir. friends has 
quite broken his spirit.

I 
bought all the tubes and tires and got 
all the discounts; the garage paid a 
commission of 20 per cent on all gas- 
oline, oil, sundries and repairs—and 
that just about douL.ed my wages. 

“More than half the repair work 
charged for was never done; that was 
just part of the graft game. I ran 
up the bill on oil and gasoline—slow- 
ly, at first, to sort of feel my way, 
and then, having learned that my 
boss had confidence in me—vwell, I 
just opened wide out and let her 
rip. 

FLEECING HIS EMPLOYER. 

“Joy rides? Every time I had a 
night off. My boss was one of those 
busy men who never seem to have 
any time for anything else but the 
office. I’d run him down in the 
morning. I’d run him home at night, 
and if it didn’t rain on Sunday I’d 
take him for a spin. The rest of the 
week was mine, and I had it easy.” 

A favorite trick by which chauf- 
feurs used to make the frequent pur- 
chase of tires necessary and keep 
their pockets filled with discounts, 
was the injection of a couple of 
greasegunfuls of gasoline between the 
inner and outer tubes of the tire. 
When the tire grew hot and a little 
air leaked out and became mixed 
with the gasoline, an explosion fol- 
lowed which would blow out half a 
foot of the tire. Each explosion of 
this sort was worth $5 to the chauf- 
feur until his employer detected the 


edor of gasoline about the tire and 
discovered the trick. 

In connivance with the policeman 
on his beat, the chauffeur learned 
another method of fleecing his em- 
ployer. When times were dul) for 
both, the policeman would march his 
friend up to the “boss” and tell him 
his employe was under arrest for 
speeding. Then tne owner would 
hand over a $5 or $10 bill and a 
handful of cigars,- which the confed- 
erates later divided. 

But today, though the owner may 
go so far as to bail his cnauffeur out, 
if his services happen to be needed, 
he lets him pay his own fine as a 
warning not to speed when he is

CHECKING HIS GRAFT. 


Invention, which has busily invad- 
ed every nook and cranny of the au- 
tomobile industry, has multiplied the 
checks on the chauffeur’s graft. He 
can no longer plead that -he can’t 
blow up a tire because he has the 
backache, for a pump is attached to 
the engine and can.inflate the tire in 
a few seconds. 

Dozens of devices have been per- 
fected for the protection of tires, so 
that their life has been doubled. De- 
tachable rims are now made, so that 
a new tire may be attached to the 
wheel in a trice, with a minimum of 
skill. Dozens of inventions to neu- 
tralize jolts make it almost impossi- 
ble for a chauffeur, by dextrously hit- 
ting a rock or a gully, to lay his 
employer’s machine up for repairs. 

Simple methods of replacing the 
parts of the machine have been in- 
troduced, destroying hundreds of op- 
portunities for visits to the garage. 
Magneto plugs have been invented 
which make short-circuiting and the 
melting of electric wires impossible. 
It used to be always possible for the 
chauffeur to replenish his funds by 
short-circuiting the engine and fusing 
a few wires. 

New detachable chains have been 
contrived, so that, instead of towing 
the machine to the nearest forge to 
have a link mended, emergency links 
are carried in the toolchest and may 
be inserted without even a screw- 
driver.

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Fierce Lobo Wolves & Texas.

TARTLED by the boldness and 
S success of raids on their cattle 
by the enormous lobo wolves of 
the Alpine section, Texas stockmen 
will make a determined effort at the 
next session of the Legislature of 
that State to have a large appropria- 
tion made to aswist in the extermina- 
tion of the animals. A fund of $100,- 
000 was voted last winter for this 
work, but the Governor vetoed. it. 
The damage done by the wolves re- 
cently causes the ranchmen to be- 
lieve that they can now put forth rea- 
sons sufficient to get the bill passed. 
These Alpine wolves are said to 
be of enormous size. They are much 
larger than the wolves of Oklshoma 
and the Texas Panhandle c.wntry. 
There are ranchmen here who are 
willing to wager that no man—not 
even John Abernathy, the champion 
wolf hunter of Oklahoma—could 
catch one of the big wolves of this 
section alive. It is nut uncommon for 
wolves in the Davis and Glass moun- 
tains to attain the size of a :oung 
calf. Many of them are larger than 
the biggest St. Pernard dog. These 
wolves are the worst pest the stock- 
men of Western Texas have to con- 
tend with. The animals prey upon 
livestock of all kinds. It is a common 
practice for them to kill full-rrown 
steers and cows. They slaughter 
calves by the,score. The losses from 
wolf depredations aggregate tens of 
thousands of dollars a year, and the 
breed is increasing. 

Bob Neville was in Alpine, Tex.. the 
other day, from his ranch below Mar- 
athon and was trying to hire addi- 
tional hunters to kill the wolves that 
infest his place. He said that he has 
two men regularly employed hurting 
lobo wolves and other wild animals, 
and he pays these professional hunt- 
ers $50 for each lobo wolf scalp they 
bring in. It is a difficult thing for a 
hunter, no matter how expert, to get 
within gun range of a lobo wolf, and 
one of them considers that he is doing 
wel] if he averages two scalps a 
month. ;

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pairs when killing a steer or cow. 
First they hamstring the animal. This 
they eas'ly accomplish by severing 
the tendons of the hind legs of their 
intended victim by their sharp teeth. 
The animal igs at the mercy of the 
wolves when hamstrung. One of the 
lobos then jumps upon the back of 
the steer or cow and with one bite 
cuts the spinal cord at a point be- 
tween the shoulders. The victim fells 
dead and is devoured by the an‘mals.

BROKERS DISCOURAGE THEM 


A Philadelphia society woman, Mrs. 
Katherine M. Churchman, has recent- 
ly admitted that she made and lost 
several millions of dollars on the New 
York stock market. She began as a 
small operator and ‘“‘pyramided” her 
winnings until hers deals involved 
$400,000 and $500,000. But as one 
can pyramid downwards just as swift- 
ly as he can upwards, she began los- 
ing, because, she declares, her brok- 
ers did not follow her instructions. 
She quit $36,000 to the bad. 

The more reputable brokers dis- 
courage women from speculating, 
though they admit that certain St. 
Louis matrons are the equals in dar- 
ing and grit of any man. One Fourth 
street broker told why he discontin- 
ued his female patronge. 

“We found that women in general 
are very troublesome speculators,” 
said he. “They want a ‘tip’ straight, 
without any ‘ifs.. They demanded 
that I tell them not what stocks 
would go up if such and such a thing 
happened, but what stocks were go- 
ing up. 

“Then if the tip went awry, 
they would descend on the brok- 
er and demand tearfully that he 
shoulder their losses. They are what 
the parlance calls ‘hard losers.’ On 


which the other hand, it is unfortunate for 
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them to win, because they immediate- 


a V¥ acquire such a confidence in them- 
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selves that they will rash headlong 
to ruin. Of course, these strictures 
do not apply to a large number of St. 
Louis women, who speculate with all 
the sang froid and sagacity of the 
most experienced broker.” 

Said the head of a big Olive street 
brokerage firm: “We were induced 
to give up most of our speculations 
with women, because we always 
seemed to ourselves to be brutes when 
a woman lost. It’s a man’s own look- 
out whether he wins or loses. But 
when a woman bursts into tears and 
wails that she’s ruined, most men 
would feel guilty and have an unbusi- 
nesslike impulse to return her 
money.”

Louis downtown brokerage offices 
were kept open so that their custom- 
ers could have an opportunity to 
plunge on the London market, which 
was doing business in London when it 
was 3 a. m. in St. Louis.

This advance of values of $3,000,009 
in 12 days affected! only bank and 
trust company stocks. The local in- 


dustrials, perhaps equally important 
in magnitude, also showed a very 
great enhancement of value. Bach of 
the trust companies in St. Louis 
maintains what it calls a “bond de- 
partment.” One of the principal ac- 
tivities of the bond department is to 
explain to women depositors of the 
trust company how they can invest 
their money profitably in permanent 
securities, and to buy the securities 
for them. 

Millions of dollars belonging to St. 
Louis women have in this way dur- 
ing the past few years passed through 
the hands of the bond departments of 
the various trust companies into per- 
manent investment in the stocks or 
bonds of local or of foreign corpora- 
tions. 

Many women buy one bond or one 
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share of a stock at a time. Having 
purchased a share and noted the mar- 
ket price and the broker’s commis- 
sion and the method by which money 
is thus invested, the St. Louis woman 
then waits for her dividend. When it 
arrives she cashes the warrant and 
figures how much money she is mak- 
ing on her investment. 

This practical lesson in finance is 
nearly always followed, say St. Louis 
bankers, by further investments on 
the part of the same woman. At the 
start, women of this class are exceed- 
ingly cautious. They are ultra con- 
servative. But after a while they 
want larger profits. 

The rule of finance is, the better 
the security the lower the rate of in- 
terest. The more risk there is in- 
volved in an investment, the higher 


becomes the rate of interest. 

But it will be observed that the 
most conservative bankers frequently 
accumulate enormous fortunes in an 
incredibly short time. This is done, 
not by investing in gilt-edged securi- 
ties, which pay a low rate of inter- 
est, but by the use of good judgment, 
which picks out enterprises that look 
shaky but are economically sound, 
and which have to sell their securities 
at a great sacrifice in order to get 
necessary capital. 

Women soon learn these facts. 
Their next step after making a few 
conservative investments is to go in 
for what are called semi-speculative 
investments, which come in between 
pure speculation and gild-edged secur- 
ities. Here there is a chance for a 
very large profit. 

Recently the stock of an industrial 
corporation which had sold at as high 
as 118 and was paying 5 per cent, 
went down to 26 in the panic and 
hung around 35 for several montha. 
It is now over 80. Thus it has recent- 
ly more than doubled in price, all 
the while going along paying its reg- 
ular 5 per cent. If bought at 26, as 
it was by several St. Louls women, it 
paid about 18 per cent upon the in-

wild beast. Thousands of’ skins are 
now converted into charming an‘ de- 
lightful rugs, and they certainly in- 
clude a great variety of animals, from 
the monkey to the lion, and the huge 
polar. 

The dressing and mounting of these 
skins is at once a strange yet fes- 
cinating business. Naturally, the most 
valuable skin today is that of the 
king of beasts. A lion skin, with 
a well-mounted head and flowing 
mane, will fetch as much as $500 or 
even $600, though occasionally they 
can be picked up for $250 or a little 
less. It depends upon whether it is 
a full-grown specimen, the rarity of 
the species, and its condition. When 
first received by the furridr the raw 
material certainly does not look in- 
t's work 


|" THE reports of the large furriers 
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upon it, during which period it passes 
through as many as twelve different 
hands, it is converted into a charm- 
ing and majestic rug, a fitting adorn- 
ment for any mansion. 

First of all, it goes into the “pick- 
ling” vat, a receptacle containing 
certain chemical liquids, where it re- 
mains for two or three days. It is 
then scraped with large knives, when 
it is placed in a tub and beaten under 
foot in sawdust. It now passes to the 
drying 100m, where is is suspended on 
hooks and allowed to remain in 1 dry 
but high temperature for several 
hours. It is next beaten by two men 
with long canes. This beating has the 
effect of making the skin pliable All 
that requires to be done now is to 
make all bad places good, such as 
bullet holes and rents caused through 
spear thrusts, and mount it. If it is 
desired to mount the pelt with a head 
the furrier has to call in the taxider- 
mist to his aid.

DRESSING FUR RUGS FOR ST. LOUIS 


The skin of the polar bear measures 
from 10 feet to as much as 12 feet 
or even 14 feet in length and from 5 
feet to 7 feet in width, a veritable 
minature carpet of glossy white fur, 
11-2 inches to 21-2 inches to depth. 
These rugs, too, are expensive, run- 
ning from as low as $175 to $400 
apiece and more. It is only a connois- 
seur in skins that can tell their real 
market value. In the case of the 
polar bear it Is very seldom that a 
perfect specimen is found. Most of 
these skins contain a slight shade 
of brown, whereas they should be of a 
pure silvery white color. It is this 
whiteness that decides their value. 

Most of the heads used on rugs 
nowadays are made of papier mache, 
with occasionally the origifal teeth of 
the animal. They are covered, of 
course, with the animal's own skin.

Millionaires Who Are Skilled 


T IS a peculiar fact, but true, nev- 
ertheless, that when conversation 

* turns fipon the subject of million- 
aires there arises in the mind a 
brain pictuse showing the ephemeral 
figure of a sordid man gloating and 
grasping at his golden hoard; a man 
of miserly expression, whose heart 
is buried in his wealth, whose soul is 
stirred only by the musical clink of 
his coin. He is looked upon as a 
stranger to the finer feeling and sen- 
timent of the ordinary person. 

But when he is actually known, the 
owner of millions is found to be a 
really human being—speaking gen- 
erally—a man who has the passions 
and weakness cOmmon to us all. 

Take, for instance, the case of John 
D. Rockefeller during the recent 
financial crisis. The average person 
would have pictured the money king 
retiring to his room after’ business 
hours, worried and perplexed, schem- 
ing hard to make money out of the 
public panic. But the potent magnate 
did nothing of the sort. Directly he 
had paid over the money to stop the 


panic as far as he could, he slipped 
quietly away to his houseboat, drew 
his favorite violin from its case and 
fiddled away until he was lost in 
rhapsody. A trivial circumstance in 
itself, but it reveals in a new light 
the subtle power of music. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s most absorbing 
indoor recreation is violin playing, 
and it is a question which lies closer 
to his heart, his bow or his golf 
clubs. Not only has he mastered the 
violin, but he has studied the history 
of music and the art of the concert 
master. In his home circle he has or- 
ganized a-small orchestra, in which 
his son, John D. Rockefeller Jr., plays 
first violin. The latter is even a bet- 
ter performer than his father, and in 
his college days was the star mem- 
ber of the Brown College Giee Club. 
Both father and son are severe music- 
al critics. 

Charles Schwab, the steel magnate, 
is another type of millionaire who 
gives the lie to the old belief that 
the rattle of money alone is pleasant 
to the ear of the rich man. While 
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sensitive in the highest degree to the 
rhythm of the hammer in the sieel 
forge, Schwab can woo from the or- 
gan and the piano soul-stirring.mel- 
ody. 

In the gorgeous music room of Mr. 
Schwab’s palace on Riverside drive, 
like a rare jewel in a costly setting, 
stands his wonderful pipe organ. 
Here, when the day’s work is done— 
for Mr. Schwab, though many times a 
millionaire, works as hard as any 
struggling manual laborer in his em- 
ploy—he shuts himself up to court the 
gracious muse of music, and as his 
fingers stray over the keys ‘the sor- 
did cares of money getting and the 
greed for gold are all forgotten in 
delicate and subtly beautiful improvi- 
sations. As an improvisator Mr. 
Schwab shows the innate skill of a 
true musical genius, and as an organ- 
ist and pianist his work is consistent- 
ly brilliant. |

Is there a serious possi- 
bility that the Southwest may be de- 
vastated by such a visitation as slew 
25,000,000 people in Europe in the 
fourteenth century? Many eminent 
me authorities think so. 

e first time in history, this 
disease, after ravaging its immemo- 
rial fields in China and India, has 
sallied forth into South Africa, Aus- 
tralia, the Philippines, Hawaii, South 
America and Scotland. Its advance 
guards are already gnawing at the 
defenses of the Pacific Coast of the 
United States, to make an opening 
through which the hordes of waiting 
becilli may burst like a raging flood 
th-ough a dam, whose masonry has 
giadually been loosened. 

This is the plague on whose slaugh- 
ters history has kept a sinister tally 
—the plague that decimated the 
tr'bes of Biblical times; that has 
wrought enormous havoc in Asia, 
Africa and Europe since the dawn of 
civilization; that caused the great 
London epidemic in 1664 and 1665; 
that depopulated Italy in the days of 
Rienzi. 


THREATENS INLAND AMERICA. 


Upon what ground do physicians 
and such professional publications as 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Society apprehend that this scourge 
may at some time prey on the pop- 
ulous regions of inland America? Be- 
cause science has now discovered that 
the sole means by which the plague 
is propagated are the abhorred and 
far-traveling rat, and the vermin 
which make his body their habitat. 
One of the ancient discoveries in 
et to the disease was that an 
epidemic among men was always 
preceded by an epizooty among rats. 
The rats, says an ancient writer on 
the plague, “losing their timidity of 
man, came out of their hiding places, 
their eyes bleary, and were seen to 
stagger and fall dead on the floors.” 

Yet, it is only since 1900 that Dr. 
S. Kitasato of Tokio, a pupil of 
Koch, conclusively demonstrated that 
the plaguenfected rat carries the 
germ of the disease, which is trans- 
ferred from the rat to man by means 
of a rat flea and its bite. 

It is not unusual to find 100 fleas 
on a diseased rat. While the para- 
sites afe sucking the blood of the

RATS ARE WIDE TRAVELERS.

ST, LOUIS IS RAT INFESTED. 


The infection of 2 per cent of ‘tne 
rat population is sufficient, scientists 
assert, to cause starvation among 
thousands of their parasites and em- 
bolden them to sting men. The large 
numbers of dead rats always seen 
just before the plague assails man is 
a sure sign that the rat fleas are 
about to be driven to a human diet 
by the urgency of hunger. 

A rat flea does not prey on man 
by preference. If a rat comes in the 
vicinity of a man on whom the fleas 
have settled, they will instantly de- 
sert him for the rat. They even pre- 
fer a squirrel or a groundhog to man. 
The plague has now appeared among 
the squirrels in California. But man 
is at least the fourth choice of the 
flea. 

St. Louis is infested by more rats 
than any other city not a seaport. 
They swarm in hundreds of thou- 
sands along the levee. After night- 
fall hundreds of them can be heard 
squeaking and scampering about the 
garbage barrels in any alley in the 
West End.

It is not widely known that within 
the past four years San Francisco has 
had 284 cases of bubonic plague, of 
which over 200 were among white 
men, and of which 63 per cent proved 
fatal. There have been two cases in 
Seattle, Wash., and scattered cases in 
Oakland and other -alifornia cities. 
The disease was communicated by 
rats traveling from the plague spots 
in China and India. 

The great volume of the Pacific 
coast trade with the Central and 
Eastern states passes through St. 
Louis. It is said by freight handlers 
here to be a daily occurrence for rats 
to leap from the crates and bales and 
whisk into dark retreats before they 
can be killed. Almost as common, 
they say, is it to find dead rats 
among the shipments. These are 
commonly thrown upon the garbage 
heaps, where other rats soon canni- 
balize them.

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Automobile on Skates 
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F THE Mississippi River freezes 
| over solid enough this winter res- 

idents along its banks may wit- 
ness a new sport—automobile “skat- 
ing’’ on ice. A machine has now 
been devised for that purpose. It is 
an ordinary automobile with the 
wheels removed, specially devised 
runners and wheels fitted for winter 
service. 

The rims of the drive wheels are 
provided with a number of knobs or 
blunt spikes to enable them to catch 
the surface of the ice. A single run- 
ner is placed at the front as a guide, 


while rear runners on either side 
form the lower part of the frame- 
work on whieh the drive wheels are 
set. Between them and the upper 
part of the frame are eight hydraulic 
jacks, four on either side, 

These are for the purpose of throw- 
{ng the drive wheels into or out of 
operation, or to any intermediate 
position made necessary by the sur- 
face over the machine which passes, 
and are controlled by the driver.
